HEPCtiT OS OFFICni'S DmES IK REOARDS TO THB RESIDENT'S MURDER 
F. K. TtJRNfS - iCSO? 

On Friday, Hoveoiber 22, 1963, Detootlves Senkal and Tumar rsported to 
vork at 9«00 AM, We vora oupposed to vork with Chief Lumpkin and ride in 
hia car to vork the President's trip to Dallas. We got vith Chief Lumpkin 
In the basoraont of the City Hall at approxlBotely 9«L5 *H. Chief Luapkln 
had a TT. S. Amy Kajor with hlffl that would ride In the ear vltti us. All 
four of us drove to Love Field in Chief luupkin' a ear. The chief was driving. 
We drove to Love Field and to the area where the President would arrive. 
A Secret Fervice nan net ua at Love Field. He rode in Chief Lumpkin' a car 
with us out in front of the motorcade. We stayed in this area until the 
T^esident arrived at approximately lliliO AM. Wo were to be the pilot car 
in this motorcade, After all the planes were on the ground, ve drove to the 
outer pate at the parking lot near Cedar Springs and awaited word from Chief 
Curry in his car when they were about to pull out in the motorcade. We were 
on Channel 2 and were talking car-to-car as were all units involved in work- 
ing the raotorcade route. At approximately lliSO AH, we received word from 
Chief Curxy that they were ready to leave. Ve traveled the motorcade route 
and drove afproxicrately I mllesln tronX of the motorcade. We kept track of 
the location and qpeed of the motorcade by radio contact with Chief Curry. 
We were checking for any obstruction, or circumstance, that night impede the 
motorcade. The first time I saw the motorcade was after It tumed on Main 
street. I could see the red lights on the vehiolss in the motorcade. When 
they tumed on Main off Harwood, ve were at approximately Main and Orlffln. 
l''hen ve tumed on Houston off Main, the ootoroade vas at approximately Vain 
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and Akard. Wo turned ca El» and then onto the Steiraiona Expreasvay. I do 
not recall noticing anyone in the windows of the Texas School Poolt Deposi- 
tory Puildlnj as we went ty it, Ko drove on out Steramons and were near 
Oak Lawn wVon we heard on the Police radio, "Tell Parkland to stand by". 
Than we heard Dallas one, lAiioh would be {Sheriff DeoVer get on the radio 
and notify our dispatcher to notify all of his personnel to get orer by the 
overpass on Kim street and seal off the area until investigators could get 
there. Ror«ono pot back on the radio and said, "Jfotify Parkland to stand 
by, T think he ha< been hit." Wo were on the service roed of Steraions, 
near Oak I/swn when the President's car came by us on the way to ParU.and, 
We followed the car to T>arkland and helped with the situation until they 
Kot then oarried Into the hospital, I never did go in the hospital. In 
a couple of minutes Chief Lomrkln, Pet. Sankel, the kntr Major, and 1 
proceeded to the location of the offense at Ela and Houston, arriving at 
arproxlaately lit'Xl TV,, Chief Lunpkln advised to search a caboose of a 
frelfht car that was parked just b«hind the Lom Star (School Book Deposi- 
tory Building. I looked throu^ this oar, apparently Chief Lurapkin and 
Penkol had gone in the building, I went in the first floor of the building. 
I talked shortly with a Hr. 0, V, Campbell, the nan In charge, and with 
Ti, Truly, warehouse superintendent, and with a Joe Kolina who worked 
there. They were all of the opinion that the shots cane from west of their 
hulldlnji. They said they heard 3 B>«ts at approximately 10-sooond inter- 
vals. Allon f^weat of the Sheriff's office cane ap and stated they had Just 
sent a witness over to the Sheriff's office Who sight be able to five a 
description of the suepeot. I want over to the Sheriffs office, where they 
had several witnesses In the Sheriff's office. Deputy Lun Lewis and 
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Ira Trant^an of the Burelary and Theft Bursa, Pellaa Police Departnent, were 
intervleving the trttnsssea, Kf. Sorrela of the Secret Service w«a also talk- 
ing with those wltnosaoa. Affldavlta wore t&en from theao wltneasea by 
various socretarlos and court reporters fron the County. I talked to the 
follovlng listed wltnossasi Ciwrloa F. Brehn, v/a, 1619 Kings Hlghuay, 
VIH 2-6893. He did not see suspect, or know where shots cane fron, was with 
his kid standing on EIb, wast of Houston, aaw soinsthing happen to the , 
President. Also talked to Amold tools Rowland, w/n, and Bartara Walker 
Rowland, w/f , both of 3026 HaBiwrly. Have affidavits from thea. Also Inter- 
viewed Ronald B. Fischer, \>M , hOOl Flamingo Drive, Mesqulto, BR 9-0950, and 
Robert E. Sdwards, w/w, 821 South Nursery, Irving. Ve have affidavits frooi 
them. On Konday, Soveinber 2S, 1963, Eeteotlvo Potts and I took a nug shot 
of Oswald and showed It to witness Fischer. He states ha could not s«y 
definitely, Vut the photo of Oswald looked like the man ho saw In the window 
less than a nlnute before the President' s car arrived. I also Interviewed at 
the Sheriff's office, John Arthur CMsb, c/b, and Karvln Faye Chlsn, c/f, of 
li?02 Underwood . We have affidavits f ro» thoa, also Jean Hawwan w/f, 3931 
Clover Lane, FL 2-1(222, have affidavit froa her, also Julia Ann Mercer, w/f, 
5200 Beliaont, Apt. 208, we have affidavit from her. While at the Sheriff's 
office, I heard about Officer J. D. Tlpplt getting shot. Deputy Walthers 
told me some of the details. Sheriff Decker told as about them having 
Oswald errested for shootln?, Tlpplt, and said Capt, Frits had notified hla 
that the suspect also worked at the Texas School Book Depository. I went 
over across the street to the building, hmttng ny partner. Detective Senkel. 
T went throufh the building and couldn't find hla. It. Kaalnskl of tlio 
.Special Service Bureau turned over a coat to me that had been turned In to 
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hiiii hy a James Clark I<a Ru«. Ha found tbls coat on Indnstrial. As ot this 
tins, It has no part in th« oass. It vas placed in ths Property Room aw 
in Hr. La Rue' s nana as found property, I vent tack to t}ia Sheriff s and 
called Lt. Wells at our office. ¥a advised na to coma to tha office. I 
caufJit a ride to the office with an aoddsnt iwreirtlgator. Upon arriving 
at tha office, Lt. Baker waa hunting a Justice of the Peace to gat a search 
warrant. T told bin of seeinp Judga Dave Johnson at the Sheriff s office. 
He sent BO, alond with Detaotlva H. M. Moore to (?et tha warrant and go to 
1026 North Backlay whore Oswald had a roon ranted in another name. I think ■ 
the niwa was 0. H. T.ee, Wa went to the Sheriffs office, where wa picked up 
Judra T>av« Johnson and A!>sls^8nt District Attorney, Bill Alexander. Judfia 
Johnson gave me the Search Varrant )ft95, which ha had mnde out. All four 
of us drove to 1026 Horth Eeekley, arriving at approxlaately h'U^ to 5iOO TK 
where wo net Eetoctivea Fonkel and Potts and Lt. Cunnlnghaa. They were 
already at the location. Ua recovered Vhi following listed property at this 
location on tha warrant and hrouzht it to tha station, Boob 317. Among the 
property recovered vas a City of Dallas nap that was marked at several loc*- 
tions, among then being the comer of Eln and Houston, a leather gun holster, 
numerous letters with Lee Harvey Osvsld's nano on then, ssvaral hooka, and 
pnnpMets, and personal papers. (See attached list for coaplete list) Later 
in the evening on SoveiBher 22, 1963, I took an affidavit fron Llnnie Kae 
Psndlo, w/f/30. She is tha sister of the boy Oswald rode to work with and 
saw hi» carry the package and place it in the oar on Friday noming, Hovoieter 
2?, 1''63. On or about Kovewber ?3, 1963, I received information by telephcne 
from an unknown caller who stated the Decenbor, 1963 leaue of "Ouns and Ammunl-' 
tion" has an sxaot picture of the (ran like found at the scene, eoarleta with 
scope. States thie ad states that a nail order boose, Klein's Sporting Ooods, 
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Det. !jR7, 22 Vest Washinftton Straet, Chicago 6, IlllnolB. This Infonnatloo 
was passed on to Capt. Ifrlts, who atatod ha already had that Infornatloa. 

On Sunday, Novenfcar ili, 1963, I hoard atoiit tha Incident In th« City 
Hall hasenent shortly after nocai, T camo cn to the City TTall. I talked 
to It. Smart and Lt. Svaln and helped them go tlironph property they 
recovered from Jack Ruby's car. We i»ade a complete list of this property 
wMch has been typed up. Then Lt. Svain, SenVel, and 1 placed it in the 
Property Room. On Sunday night, HovOTber 2li, 1963, « Eay John of Channel 8 
Sevs called this office stating that he had an anonymous phone call that 
■tatod thoy thought Oswald had the rifle sighted in on Thursday, SoTCiaber 21, 
1963, at a gun shop at 211 or ?12 Irvine Boulevard. Ve cheeked and found an 
Irving Sport Shop at 221 East Irvine Boulevard, BL 3-5309. A WoodroH Greener, 
BIi 2-81i92, owns this shop and has a nan naned Wal D. Ryder, 2028 Harvard, 
Irving, BL 3-Ii876, vorklng for hln. He states that he and Ryder have talked 
about this and have 8e«i photos of Oswald and photos of the gun In the paper 
and neither can rewonVar doing any wA for this nan, or any voj* on this gun, 
Ke will check his files for names ani call back if he finds anything. He 
states that another reason that hoth of them think that they never vorked on 
this pun is t^at in tve phototha screws that hold the olanp that holds the 
scope on the rifle look like they are on top of the gun, and he thinks that 
neither of then ever saw a gun with a scope nountcd with theas screws on top. 

On November 28, 1963, I talked to Kr, Oreensr again. He states that they 
found a work tidcet back in the rear of the shop. This ticket has no date oa 
it, but the beat they can figure out Uds work probably eaae in Noveober li , 
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to ^'ovembor 8, 1963. TM« tloVet has tiio naiw Oavald on It and "Drill and Tap", 
Mi.^O and Bora ^iRhtlnfi V^,<a, Ha atatas that nel|har ha nor Rydor ean xwnanbar 
the faea, op doini; any work for this wan. From th« piiotc of tha pun thoy still 
think that thoy did not woric on the frunj however, he states that thay vlll bo 
glad to looV at tha rifle and see if they oan recognize their vork on it. The 
handwriting on the tidcst is Kr. Ryder's. Ha states that they will check their 
cash register t^s and eoe if th^ osn datamine shout wt'ien tha rifle was 
picked up and when it was paid for. 

Ve - contacted Wr, Qreonar at his house in regards to pioVdng up the work 
ticket that had heen written op In the name of Oswald, Drill 4 Tap t!i.50 and 
Eoro Slirhtlnp, $1.50. Kr. Oroener states thst he has orders froc a Hr. Rortai 
<£ the F. B. 1. to hold on to this ticket and not let it out. This ticket was 
written up in pencil by Mr. Ryder who works for Kr, Oroener. This was Kond«y, 
November 25, whan Vx. Korton of the F. E. I. first contacted then. 

This phrase "drill and tap" as used by a gun soith aeans to drill a hole 
and using a tap to rut threads in to attach a scope inount. They ohareo $1.50 
a hole to bore these holes, this would nsan that the ncunt on this scope would 
have throe screws in it. The ptirass "bore sights" sieana to attach a spud to 
the barrel of the rifle end then using s ni^iht align tool they will attach 
this Rpud to this tool and alipn the Gros!< hairs. Kp, Oraener states that 
most nountln^ for scopes ha^ to use li screws, states there are only two or three, 
the fpr^ngfield OJAK and the British 303 that use 3 screws in the siount. He 
states that they do not sell the amimnitlcn that would fit the 6.5 calibre Italian 
gun. ^ is going to check his caih register tapes tocorrow and stse if he can 
determine when approximately this order was picked up by the $6.00 service charge 

that would have been paid. Mr.' Oroener' s home addresa Is ?015 Rosebiid Drive, 
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We talked to «r. Dial D. Kydor, Harvard, BL 3-1876. Ho state* that 

he wrote the work 'tloket up with the nana Oswald on it. Ve showed him a new 

mait Shot of Oswald, and he states that he cannot identify the man u the oral 

who left a rifle with hln. Re lo ;»oin(» to choeV and 8«e if he can find out 

tomorrow what day he did all of his business in pencil, as he usually writes 

with a pen, hut does remember one day in the past when he used a pencil, and 

this tag was written in pencil. States that he can check because be renambers 

picking up eone orders in Tallas on that day and will check this out tcsiorrow. 

He states that he will be glad to look at the rifle and see if he can remember 

working on It, but from the photos he has seen of It, ho does not think that b« 

has worked on it. Ha thinks from the photos he has seen of it, the scope 

states 

mounting only has 2 screws In it, and ha/that he charged for 3 on this ticket. 
Also states that he thinks that he would renei^ber a cheap scope like this and 
would have tried to sell the man another one and wonld reRenber this. He 
states that they do not sell anmnitlon that would fit a 6.$ calibre gun, but 
that he has found out that R. L. Qreen*s does. 

On Sovember ??, l'^3» w» took a picture of Harvey Lee Oswald, CPD #5lj01S 
and flhowad it to witness Ronald Fischer, v/vi/lh, L007 Flaninfro Vay, Kosquite, 
Texas, PR 9-0950. His business address is County Auditor's Office. An 
affidavit was taken fron bin at the Sheriff's office. Be states the photo 
of Osvald looks like the mm be saw at the window where the ttiots were fired 
fron. States he saw thiis nan in the window a alnute or Isss before the notor- 
cade arrived. He could not say definitely this was the man, but said that it 
looked like the nan. 
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
